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A PROCLAMA riON. 

By the Pre-ndent of the Ihiited Slates of 

America . 

Whereas, a Treaty of Peace and Friend 
ship between ilie United Slates of 
America and the E iiperor of Moroc- 
co wis was concluded and signed at 
Mecciuiez, on ihe sixteenth day of 
Seiiienber, Anno Domini one thou-, 
sand eight hundred and thirty si.x, 
which treaty is, word for word as fob 
lows:

This is the copy of ihe i'reaty of Peace 
which we have made with the .Ameri- 
cans, and writieii in ibis b.iek; affixing 
there to our blessed seal, .bat, with tbe 
help of God, it may remain Qrm for- 
ever.

Article 1. We declare that both par- 
lies have agreed that this treaty, con.ist- 
iiig of tweiily-tive articles, shall be in- 
serted in this bonk, and de ivered to 
James R Leib,agent6f the United Slal -s. 
and now iheir resident consul at Tan- 
gier, with whose appro lalioii it has been 
made, and who is duly authorized on 
their pan to treat with us concerning 
all the niafcis <-i)iiiaineil therein. 

Aiit. 2. If ei'.hurof the pir'ie« shall 
be at war with any naiion whatever, the 
other shill mil take ii commissi n from 
the enemy, mir light under ilieir colors 
Art. 3 It either of the parlies shall 
be ai w.ir with any naiion whatever, 
and lake a prize he ongiiig to lliat na- 
tion, and there .“hall be found on boird 
subjects or effects belonging to cither of 
the p.if ies, the snoi"c s shall be set at 
li lerty, and the effects returned to ilia 
owners. And if any go.id“, baloiiging 
to any naiion with whom eiibcr of the 
paitius shall be at war, shall be loaded 
on vessels bel 'iiging to ibe oilier parly, 
they shall pass free and nnmnlested, 
wi bout anv alteiiipt being made to lake 
or detain them. 

Art 4. A signal or pass shall be given 
to n;l vessels belonging to both parties, 
by wbicli they are to be known when 
thev meet at sea; and if the commander 
of it ship of war of c iber parly shall 
have mber ahips under bi“ convoy, the 
declariiiioii ol'llie i iiininaiidcr slia I alone 
tie sufficient to c.xeniiil any of lliem from 
e.xainina i-m. 

Art. 5. If either of the parlies sh.ill 
bo at war, and shall iiiee.l a vessel at sea 
belonging to tbe other, it is agreed ibiit if 
an e.xainiiiation is to be maile, it shall 
be done by sending a boat with two or 
three men oiilv ; and if any gon “ball be 
fired, and injiiry done wilbont reason, 
the offending parly sball' make good all 
damages. 

Art. 0. If any Moorshtill hi ing eili- 
eons of the United S ales or their elibcts 
to his Majesty, tbe citizens sliiill imnie 
dia'elv be set at liberty, and the ellecls 
restored; and in like maimer, if any 
Moor. Hot a subject of these it.iniinions, 
sball maka prize of anv of the citizens 
of .Amen II, or their effects, and tiring 
them in'o anv of the ports of bis Majes 
ty, they shall be immedintelv released, 
a.s they will then be con.-idored as under 
his Miijn“l_\’s protection. 

Art. 7. If any vessel of either parly

Art '8. If any vessel of the Uni'ed 
Stales shall meet with a disaster at sea, 
and pal ii‘''> one of mtr ports to repair.

Art. 10. If any vessel of either of the 
parlies shall have an engagement wiiha 
vessel belonging to any of the Christian 
powers, within gun shot ofihe forleof Ihe 
Ollier, the vessel so engtijed shall he de 
fended and protected as much as possible, 
until she is in safety; and if any Amer- 
ican vessel shall he cast on shore on ifie 
coast of Wadnoon, or any coast there- 
about, the people belonging to her shall 
be protected aud assisted, until, by the 
help of God, they shall be sent to their 
country. 

Art. 11. If we shall be at war with 
any Christian Power, any of our ves- 
sels sails from the ports of the United 
States, no vessel belonging to the enemy 
shallfoliuw until twenty-four hours after 
the departure of our vessels; and the 
same regulation shall he observed to- 
wards the American ve.“So!s sailing from 
our por's, he their enemies Moors or 
Christians; 

Aht. 12. If any ship of war belong- 
ing to iho United Siaies, shall put into 
any of our ports, she shall not he exam- 
ined on any pretence whatever, even 
though she should have fugitive slaves 
on board, nor shall the Governor or com- 
mander of the place, compel them to he 
brought on shore on any pretext, nor re- 
quire any payment for them. . 

Abt 13. If a ship of war, of either 
partv, shall pul into a port of the oilier, 
and salute, it shall he returned from the 
fort with an equal number of guns, not 
more or less. 

Art. 14. The commerce with the 
United States shall be on the same foot- 
ing as is the commerce with Spain, or 
asihat with the most favored nation fi r 
the lime being; and Iheir rilizi-ns shall 
be re.spocied and esteemed, and have fill' 
liheriv to pass, and repnss mir country 
seaporl.s, wehenever they please, with* 
■lit interruption. 

Art. 15. Merchants of both countries 
shall employ only such interpreters, and 
such other jiersons to assist them in their 
business, as they shall think proper. No 
commander of a vessel shall transport 
his cargo on hoard another ves.sel; he 
shall nut bs detained in port longer than 
he may think proper; and all persons 
employed in loading orunloanding goods, 
or in any other labor whatever, shall be 
paid at the customary rales, not more 
and not less. 

Art. 16. In case of a war between 
the parties, the prisoners are not to he 
made slaves, but to he exchanged one for 
anoihcr, captain fnr captain, officer lor 
loffi- er, and one private man for another; 
and if there shall prove a deficiency on 
either side, it shall be made up by the 
payment of one hundred Mexican dollars 
for each person wanting. And it is 
agreed, that all prisioners shall be ex- 
changed ill twelve months, from the time 
of iheir being taken, and that this e.x- 
change mav he efi’ecied by a merrhanl, 
or anv oilier person authorized by either 
of the parlies. 

Art. 17. Merchants ihall not be com 
pciled to hnv or sell any kind of goods, 
hut such as they shall think proper; and 
may hoy anil sell all sorts' of merchan- 
dise, hill sill h ns are prohibilsd to the 
other Chisiian nations. 

Art. 18. All goods shall he weighed 
land examined before they are sent on 
jhoartl; and toavoid all detention of ves- 
Isels, no examination shall allerward.s be 
li.iade, unless it shall fir.“i he proved dial 
Irontrahand goods have been sent on 
h'lard; in which case, the persons who 
look the conlrahaiid goods on hoard, 
shall he punished according to the usage 
and custom of the country, and no other 
person whatever shall he injured, nor 
shall the ship rir cargo incur any penal- 
tv orilainage whatever. 

Art. id. No vessel slinll he detained 
in port on any iireience whatever, nor 
he obliged to take on hoard any article 
without die consent of the consmander, 
who shall be at full lihertv to agree for 
the freight of any goods he lakes on 
hoard . 

Art. 20. If any of the citizens of 
Ihe United Stales, or any persons under 
their protection, shall have any dispute 
with each other, the consul shall decide 
between the parlies; and whenever ll.e 
Consul shad require any aid or as.sistance 
from our Goveriinienl, to enforce his rie* 
cisiuns, it shall be immediately granted 
to him.

This treaty sh-all coniinne 
in force, with the help of God; for fifty 
venr.s; after the expiration of which tern., 
the treaty shali continue to he binding 
on both parlies, until the one .shall give 
twelve months notice to the other, of an 
intention to .ahaiidnii it ; in which ca-e. 
its oiieralinns sliu I cease at the end of 
the twelve iiiaiiilis.

j The pamphlet to which we refer, and 
|Wliich we understand is from Ihe p«n of 
.an inlelligont literary gentleman, late of 
the navy, contains a translation of Goros- 
liza’s paitiphlel and correspondence. The 
writer, in his review, strongly intimates 
his siispifinii that the Editor.® in this coun- 
try who fa bored in the cause of Gorostiza, 
and sought, with him, to bring the good 
f.iiih of our Government into question, 
received a vahiahle consideration for their 
services. Speaking of Gorostiza’s abuse 
of General .Tackson, the Reviewer says: 
‘•He (Gorcslizii) could not have de- 
lighted iliem (the editors) more, unless it 
were to have seiil them a lalega of the 
'Core shipped him to New Orleans for se- 
cret service. That such is the case we 
do not pretend to assertj hut assuredly 
the laborer is worthy of his hire.'' 

In ih» folln-.ving passage of Gorostiza’s 
pamphlet, will be seen both lliectiject for 
which he made his representations, (viz; 
that his Government might iiidko “a ooin- 
plcte publication,”) and what these rep- 
. esetitatioiis were. It will he found that 
he distinguishes the parly of ’-merchants f 
•‘gentlemen of independent fortunes,'' 
•‘the real ofieers of the army and nary,’' 
■‘the editor who respects himself," ‘the 
ofice holder who cannot be remoted," 
from “the mass, necessarily ignorant, 
lehieh has erery thing in its power." In 
a word, the pa-sage shows iliat Gorostiza 
i.s ti ih-ir..iigh'going “newborn whig" o! 
tile While, Webster, Clay, and Cullioun 
school . 

“ We hope (says Gorostiza) that the 
.Mexican G •vernmenl will in due time 
irder the complete puhlicatioii of all ihesc 
locumpnts, if It he desired that the world 
should know of what advantage to Muxi- 
co has hern ilie hnig p-oclaiined neutrnlily 
of the United Stales in the war sustained 
by a nrighhoring and friendly nation, 
jigaiiist the ungrateful strangers whom it 
had received into one of its most fertil 
provinces. These strangers too were n 
Noiih Americans, ns were likewise a 
who have aided them with their hands, 
ilicir iiinney, their writings, their advice, 
and their hatred to Mexico.* 

*li is not here intended to be said 
that there are not in the United Stales 
many citizens who himesily lament what 
had taken place, and is still goii g on in 
their couiilry. resjieciing the lehellioii in 
Texas, and who do nut almost desire that 
.Mexico should iriiimpli, from mere res. 
peel for justice and right: quite the coii 
Irary., There it sc.srcely a single resjiec- 
lahle merchant or gentleman of indepen. 
dent fortune, or real officer of the army or 
navy, or editor who rR.*pecls himself, or 
office holder who caniinl he removed, or, 
III fine, a single Aniericaii of the scliuol 
of Witshiiigion and Madison, who does not 
I.eloiig lo this class. But what can so 
minute a fraciion do against the uvei- 
w helming efl'nlsof a mass necessarily ig- 
norant, which has every thing in its flow 
er, and which can bo blindly led wher 
ever it may please dishonest, greedv, un 
principled, and consequently, nnhridled 
Hatterersf nothing, unfortunately for 
Mexico, and unfortunately loo fur the 
United Slates 

“The Mexican Envoy will, however, 
never forget the testimonies of sincere 
interest which he has observed in all 
those citizens lo lake in the cause com- 
mitted to Ins charge, pariictiliirly in the 
lexcelleiii and enlightened city of Phila 
idelphiii, in Boston, in Baltimore, and 
'even In New York, nitlioogh the latter 
Iplace IS the head-quarters ofihe specula 
tors in Texan lands. He also embraces 
jtliis nppoiluinty lo thank the Editors of 
iihe Naiiotinl Iiilclligencer, of the Atlas, 
lof ll.e New York American, and of tha 
lother papers, for the noble efforts and the 
jlaleni with which they have defended tins 
cause, wiihoiii any other inducement than 
en'ightening public opinion on

Depakt.ment of Stats, 

Washington, July 20, 1836. 

Sir: The enclosed copies of letters to 
this Deparlmsnt from Air. Coleman, the 
acting consul of the United Stales at Ta- 
j hasco, will inform you of the outrageous 
conduct of the Huiliurilies there with re- 
gard 10 the officers, crew, and cargo of 
the schooner Northampton, wrecked on 
the Mexican coast in that quarter, and in 
reluliiin to the acting consul himself. 

The accumulation of causes for com- 
plaint on the part of our citizens against 
the Mexican Government, the frequency 
of their occurrence of late, and, so far as 
appears from the correspondence of you r 
predecessors, the indisposition of that 
Governtueiil lo inquire into them, logrant 
satisfaction fur them, or to take proper 
steps lo prevent their recurrence, have 
by no means tended to strengthen the 
spirit of forhcnranco with which the Pre- 
sident has hitherto acted towards Mexico; 
eiilerlaining, as he does, a sincere sym- 
pathy for her domestic Irmihles. and a 
hearty detire to preserve and cultivate 
the relations of peace, friendship, and 
good neighhorliood-wiih her Government 
and people. He is satisfied, however, 
that furiherdelny in the acknowledgment, 
if not in the redress, of the injuries com- 
plained of, cannot be acquiesced in, com- 
patibly with ,he dignity, rights, and in- 
terests of the United States. He there 
fore directs, that in presenting to the no- 
tice of that Government the case of the 
Northampton, you will make a fresh ap- 
peal lo its sense of honor and justice in 
relation lo oiir claims generally; and, lo 
show that the President’s estimate of the 
grievances suffered by our citizens resort- 
ing lo .Mexico, especially since the con- 
clusion of the treaty, is not exaggerated, 
your nolo will refer lo iho following ca.«es, 
in which the interposition of this Govern- 
ment has been ii.-ked for since the 5th of 
April, 183'2, and all of which either you 
or yoiir predeces.sor has heratofore been 
instructed lo bring to the notice of the 
Mexican G.iverii'iien'. 

Oil tiio 31el of December, 1831, an ah 
cnide of Mcnoliilan, in Ihe colony of 
Guuzcualco, insliluled what is said IP 
have been on illegal, arbitrary, and op- 
pressive jiroceediiig ngiiiiisl Doctor Bald- 
win, a citizen .if liie United Stales, under 
i-olor of a suit at law, preferred and car- 
ried on bv a creaiuro of the alcalde him- 
.“•elf. Baldwin appeared before the al- 
calde to answer iho charge; an allerca- 
lion ensued; and the alcalde ordered him 
to the stocks, which Baldwin refused to 
submit to, attempted to escape, and was 
pursued by a parly of soldiers, who at- 
tended iho court. In the race Baldwin 
fell, received an iiijurv in one of his legs, 
was captured, carried back into the pre- 
sence of the alcalde, placed in the stocks, 
and afierwiirds imprisoned. 

In Februarv, 1832, the schooner To- 
paz, of Bangor, Maine, was employed by 
the Mexican Government lo carry troops 
fr..m Matamoras lo Galveston hay. The 
master and mato were murdered by the 
soldiers on the passage, Ihe crew inipris' 
oned, and the vessel seized and converted 
to the Mexican service. 

On ihc21si June, 1832, the American 
schooner Brazoria was seized in the port 
of Brazoria, by John .Austin, the Mexican 
military commandant in that quarter, and 
ciir'loyed lo make an attack upon Ana- 
liunc, then in possession of insurgents — 
During Ihe attack, the was injured so as 
tube made iinseaivorihy , and was ahnn- 
dotted as a total loss, for which the under- 
writers have received no oumpensntioii. 

Ill the suihincruf 1832, the steamboat 
Hidalgo and schooner Consolation, be- 
longing to .Aaron Leggett, of New York, 
were forcibly taken possession of by 
Mexican officers at Tabasco, and used by 
iliem. 'The brig John, belonging to Leg 
gelt, was also detained, and money was 
cxiorled from him. The consequence re- 
sulting from these acts are represented 
to have been runious to the sufferer, and 
the Mexican Goyei nmenI i.s clearly hound 
by Ihe treaty lo indemnify him for them. 

In March, 1834, Captain McCeige, of 
the schooner Industry, of Mobile, was 
imprisoned at Tabasco, a id on exorbi- 
tant fine demanded of him without cause. 
'The payment of the fine being made the 
only condition upon which he could be 
allowed lo depart, he abandoned his ves- 
sel and her cargo to the authorities, who 
afterwards sold them. 

In the summer of . 1834, the brig Para- 
gon, of New York, was causelessly fired 
into on her way to Vera Cruz by the 
the Mexican public armed achooner Tam- 
pico. In answer lo an official represen- 
tation on the subject hv Mr. Butler, that 
Government promised that Ihe affair 
should he inquired into; but this depart- 
ment IS not informed that the promise has 
been fulfilled. 

In the beginning of May, last year, the 
answer of officers supposed to belong to 
the custom-house, who boarded the brig 
0(ihir, of New York, on her arrival at 
Campeachy, to an inquiry of the captain 
as to which of the ship’s papers it would 
be necessary to present at the custom- 
house, was aceideninlly, or inleniiocially, 
misinterpreted . In consequence of this, 
netwilhetanding all the papers were 



shown to the boarding officers, the in- 
voices only being exhibited at the custom- 
house, the vessel was seized and con- 
demned. 

Ill May, 1835, also, the schooner Mar* 

I lha, from New Orleans, was seized at 
Galveston hay by the Mexican armed 
schooner Montezuma for an alleged non- 
compliance with some of the formalities 
of their revenue laws. Four of the pas- 
sengers of the Martha were put in irons 
under the hatches of the Montezuma, and 
otherwise treated with great barbarity, 
merely fir an imputed intention to use 
their fire arms against a guard that had 
been placed on board the Martha. 

In November, 1835, the schooner Han- 
nah and Elizabeth, of New Orleans, was 
Istraiided in attempting toenter Matngor- 
|da bay. While in this condition, she 
was fired into by the Mexican armed 
schooner Bravo, boarded by twenty arm- 
ed soldiers under the command of two 
officers, who forcibly look the mester, 
creiv, rind passengers from the wreck, 
pillaged them of most of their clothes, 
and chained them in the hold of the Bravo 
until their arrival at Mntamora.s, where 
they were continued in confinement; but 
through the urgent representation of our 
consul there, all but the captain were 
eventually released. It is not known lo 
the department that he has yet been lib- 
erated, or that any satisfaction has been 
offered by the Mexican Government. 

On the 17lh of February last, William 
Halletland Zalmnn Hull, citizens of the 
United States, were arrested in the streets 
of Matamoras by a parly of armed sol- 
diers, who struck Hull in the face with a 
sword, and forcibly look both to the prin- 
cipal barrack in that city, where they 
were confined upon suspicion of being 
about to proceed to Texas. Shortly af- 
terwards sentinels were placed at the 
doors of the consul’s residence, under 
false pretences, and all communication 
with the house prohibited. Armed sol- 
diers broke open his gale during liis ab- 
sence, f rcibly took a mare and two 
mules belonging to him, entered his house 
with drawn swords, and searched every 
room in it, for the avowed object of find- 
ing the consul. Hallet and Hull have 
been released, hut the department is not 
aware that any reparation has been made 
for the proceeding against them, or for 
the insult to the consul. 

In February last, an attempt was made 
at the city of Mexico to take from Mr. 
W. A. Slacum, protected by a courier’s 
passport from this department, public des- 
patches of this Government, addressed to 
Mr. Butler. 1'he attempt failed, but 
Mr. Slacum was fined and detained for 
carrying official letters on his person, au- 
thenticated by the endorsement of this 
department, and directed to the charge 
id’affaires of the United Slates in Mexico. 

In March last, the schooner Eclipse 
wss detained at Tabasco, and her master 
and crew maltreated by the authorities. 

In April last, the brig Jane, schooner 
Compeer, and other merchant vessels of 
Ihe United States, were forcibly detained 
at .Matamoras. 

You will also notify the Mexican Gov- 
ernment that it is expected any damage 
which may have been sustained h}' citi- 
zens of the United States, in consequence 
of the recent embargo at Vera Cruz, 
Tampico, and other Mexican ports on the 
Gulf, will be repaired, pursuant to the 
stipulation in the treaty. The papers 
now sent, show that the military comman- 
dant of Tampico, has made Ihe embargo 
a pretext for interrupting or obstructing 
the correspondence between the comman- 
der of the United Slates revenue cutter 
Jefferson and our consul there. For 
these, acts, proper satisfaction will like- 
wise he expected. The outrages and in* 
dignities committed against consuls and 
other officers of the United Slates, though 
not more unjust nor attended with cir- 
cumstances of greater hardship than 
those done to individual citizens, are ne- 
vertheless to be considered as greater 
violations of the rights of the United 
Slates, and tobe represented accordingly. 

Though Ibe department is not in pos- 
session of proof of all the circumstances 
of the wrongs done in the abeve cases, as 
represented by the aggrieved parties, yet 
the complaints are such as to entitle 
them to be listened to, end to justify a 
demand on the .Mexican Government that 
they shall be promptly and properly ex- 
amined, and that suitable redress shall 
he nffiirded. You will, therefore, imme- 
diately address a strong but respectful 
representation to the Alezican Govern- 
ment on the subject of these varieus in- 
juries. You will also remind it of the 
iiiimerons other complaints which have 
been made from time to lime, and whic’ 
still remain unredressed. You will lik 
wise set forth the great forbearan 
which the Government of the Uni 
Stales has practiced towards Mexico,* 
the friendly end benevolent mol 
which have led to it; and you will :

If 
this state of things continue longer, you 
will give formal notice to the Mexican 
Government that, unless a satisfactory 
answer shall be given within a fortnight, 
you are instructed to ask for your pass- 
ports; and, at the end of that time, if you 
do not receive such answer, it is the Pre- 
sident’s direction that you demand your 
passports, and return to the United States, 
bringing with you the aichievesof the le- 
gation. 

Mr. William A. VVeaver, who it sent 
as a special messenger with this commu- 
nication, you will detain until you can 
frame a full report to the department, as 
to the state of the business of your mis. 
sion, as well that under the charge of 
Mr. Butler as that entrusted to you. — 
You will also send by the messenge ■, on 
his return, (if they can be prepared with- 
in a reasonable time,) copies of Mr. But- 
ler’s despatches Nos. 14, 33, 52, 53, 54, 
58, and 84, the originals of which were 
never received; and of all bis correspon- 
dence with the Mexican Government 
and with others, on public business, so 
far as the records and files in the legation 
will allow you to do. Mr. Butler was re 
pealedly instructed to supply these pa- 
pers, but the instructions have not been 
compited with. The expense of the 
transcripts required will be made a sep- 
arate charge in your accounts, apd will 
be accompanied by proper vouchers. — 
During Mr. Weaver’s nece.ssary deten- 
tion, you will avail yourself of his assis 
tance in making the copies. He has re- 
ceived five hundred dollars on account of 
his expenses to Mexico. You will furnish 
him with a like sum to defray his ex 
penscs on hi's return to Washingtop, for 
which your draft on the department will 
be honored.

Sir: Mr. Gorosliza has, upon his own 
responsibility, terminated his extraordi- 
nary mission to the United States. The 
Piesident will not believe that the Mex- 
ican Governmentjs under the influence 
of the obvious prejudices tyhich have dis- 
torted and discolored every object seen 
here in the view of their functionary. — 
The full and frank explanations of his 
motives and purposes in the precauliona- 
rv means taken on the frontiers, should 
have satisfied that Government lliai 
nothing could be further from the Presi- 
dent’s intentions than to injure Mexico in 
her interests or in her honor. Under this 
conviction, he trusts that the departure 
of the extraordinary mission will in no 
respoct, interrupt the friendly relations 
between tho two Governments; and he 
instructs me to say, that whatever feel- 
ings such a step was calculated to pro- 
duce, it shall nut be permitted to dimin- 
ish his confidence in the amicable disposi- 
tion of tho Mexican Government, nor to 
operate in his mind prejudicially to its 
interests. Although the President sup 
poses that the Mexican Government will 
have found, in the communications here 
tofore made by the department to its en- 
voy extraordinary, satisfactory grounds 
l<) the measure viewed so unfavor- 

ably by Mr. Gorostiza, vet his sincere 
and strong desire to prevent any misun- 
derstanding on the subject induced him 
to determine, on the departure of that 
minister, to make such explanations as 
might prevent the Mexican Government 
from being misled into the adoption of the 
errors of their minister. Since my re- 
turn to the seat of Government, the great 
pressure of other public business and 
the condition of the President’s health, 
have delayed until now the execution of 
that purpose. 

So soon as the contest in Texas was 
found to be inevitable, it became theTre 
sident’s duty to consider its probable con- 
sequences to the United States, with a 
view to guard against tho injuries it 
might produce to our citizens, and to the 
performance of the obligations of the 
Government to a friendly and neighboring 
power. Tho more immediate danger 
was, that the contending parties might, 
in the struggle, find it necessary or con 
venient to seek, for advantage or protec- 
tion, refuge on the territory of the Uutted 
Stales; and that, being pursued by their 
adversaries, our soil might become the 

battle ground for deriding the contest. 

Sufficient warning to both was therefore 
given, that this could not and would not 
be permitted. Subseqent events render- 
ed any further precautionary steps in 
that regard unnecessary but among the 
stipulation of Mexico and the United 
Slates to each o'her, was found one obli- 
ging each party to restrain the Indians 
within its dominions from all depreda- 
tions upon the adjoinii.g power. 'I'he 
extent in which this provision was under- 
stood by Mexico will be seen by recur- 
ring to the complaint.s made to this Gov- 
ernment , that some of the Indians on our 
side had crossed over, without even an 
allegation of its having been done with 
any hostile design towards Mexico. With

Y’ou will perceive that Mr. Gorosliza, 
in. his conlerence with me, distinctly ad- 
mitted our right, in the event of hostility 
to the United States by Mexican Indians, 
to invade the territory of Texas, cither 
to prevent intended injury, or to punish 
actual depredation. In a note wriiten 
subsequently, he seeks to avoid the force 
of that admission, by confounding the 
principle upon which it obviously rests 
with the right of making war for a viola- 
tion of treaty engagement. Y'ou will 
find no difficulty in showing to the Mexi- 
can Government that it rests upon prin- 
ciples of the law of nations, enlirelv dis- 
tinct from those on which war is jusiified 
— upon the immutable principles of self- 
defence— upon the principles which Jiisii- 
ly decisive measures of precaution to pre- 
vent irrepaiable evil to our own or to a 
neighboring people. The grossness of 
the error of placing it on the right of war, 
as also the folly ol relying upon that 
m->de of redress, you can render obvious, 
bv supposing that hostilities were, under 
present circumstances on the frontier, 
about t» begin. Our fellow-citizens, of 
all ages and classes, to be exposed to 
massacre, their properly to destruction, 
and the whole frontier to be laitl waste 
by those savages Mexico was bound to 
control.

I published, on his own aulhority, a pam 
phlet (a copy of \i liich.is here-viih sent to 
you) containing parts of his unpublished 
correspondence w ith this deparlmeni, and 
extracts from his letters to the Mexican 
Secretary of Foreign Relation.®, with a 
long introductory preface. The publica- 
tion of his correspondence with the de- 
parimeni, without the authority of his 
Government, is believed to be unexam- 
pled in the history of diplomacy, tnd was 
not decorous to the Government of the 
United States. The extracts from his 
correspondence with his own Govern- 
ment. and his introduction to the whole, 
contain slatemenis and comments defa- 
matory of the Government and people of 
the United Stales, and obviously intended 
to injure the character of both, for honor 
and guorl faith, in the eyes of the world 
'i'his painphlel, although not circulated 
generally among our citizens, was in the 
hands of editors of newspapers, who have 
published extracts from it; and the Pre- 
sident has been informed that two copies 
of it were sent by its author, at the mo- 
ment of his departure from the United 
Slates, to some, if not to all, the members 
of the foreign diplomatic body accredited 
here. This act, still more extraordinary, 
.lerause it almost immediately followed 
tho communication of the President’s in- 
tention to direct that explanations, which 
he believed would be satisfactory, should 
be made to the Mexicair Government, 
has excited but one sentiment am >ng those 
to whom it IS known. In directing you to 
make known the publication of thi-i parr, 
phlet to the Mexican Government, the Pre 
sident docs not doubt the truth of the decla- 
ration made by its aulhor,that this publica- 
tion was his own personal act,for which he 
had no authority from his Government; 
nor will he permit himself to suppose for 
an instant that it will adopt or sanction 
conduct so glaringly violating all the de-[ 
corum of di|>lomatic usage; so disrespect- 
ful to the Government and people of the' 
United States; so unworthy the repre-l 
sentative of a respectable Government; 
and so well calculated to interrupt the' 
harmony and good will which ought to 
subsist between the United States and 
Mexico. 

How far 'he character of the Mexican 
Government for decorum and justice, and 
an honorable desire to maintain a res- 
pectable rank among the civilized nations 
of the world, require a distinct manifes- 
tation of its just displeasure at such an 
[extraordinary step, are questions that be 
long to itself alone to consider and decide. 

In giving you this instruction to make 
known to the Mexican Government the 
conduct of its envoy, w ithout a demand 
of reparation at its hands, the President 
is influenced, as well by the explicit dis

To 
avoid all luisconceplion on Ihe part of 
Mexico, as well as to protect our own 
national character from reproach, this 
opportunity should he given, with Ihe 
avowed design and Tull preparation lo 
lake immediate satisfaction if it shouhl 
not be iditaiucd on a repetition of the 
demand for it. To this end I recommend 
that an act be passed authorizing repri- 
sals, and the use of the naval force of the 
United Stales by the Exitculivo against

Spanish inquisition. 

If, after all the severe accusation con- 
tained in llie various speeches of your- 
self and your associates, \ ou areunw il- 
ng of your own accord to bring specific 
charges, then I I’eipiest your committee 
to call your associates, and evey other 
member of Congress who has made the 
general charge of corruption, to testify 
before God and our country, whether you 
or they know of any specific corniiilion 
or abuse of trust in the Executive De- 
partments; and if so, what it is. If you 
are able lo p..iiil to any case where there 
s the slightest reason to suspect cornip- 
lon or al.uso of tnisr, no obsticle, which 
can remove shall be interposed to pre- 
vent Ihe lullest scriitinv bv all legal 
means. — 'Tlie offices of all the Depart- 
ments will be opened to yon, and every 
proper facility furiiislied for this pur- 
pose. 

I hope, sir, we shall at last have your 
charges, and ihat yon will proceed 'o in- 
vestigate them, not like an inqiiistor, but 
n the accnsloincd mode. If you cither 
will not make specific acciisalioii.®, or if, 
when made, you attempt to establish 
them hy making freemen Iheir own ac- 
cusers, you will not expect me to coiin- 
leiiaiice \our pioccedings. In iliesliort 
period w hich remains of my official duty, 
shall ondenvor, ns I have heretofore 
endcavoied, to fnifil the obligations of 
hat oath ot office, by which I engaged, 
‘to the best of iny abi'ily, to preserve, 
protect, and defend the Conslilglion of 
the United Stales;” and for 'his. and 
other leasons of Ihe most snlenm char- 
acter, I shall, on the one hand, cause 
every po®silile facililv, coiisisleni with 
law and justice, to bo g i veil to the in ves- 
tigatiou of specific, langilile charges; 
and, )>ii t|,0 other, shall repudi.ile all al- 
templ.® to invade the just rights of the 
Executive Departments, and of the indi* 
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viduals composi.i;^ tlie samf’. IT, afier 
all your clamor, you will make no spe- 
cific charjaes, or no proot ot such 

as shall he made, you and your asso- 
ciates must ha regarded by the good Peo- 
ple of the United Stales as the authors 
of unfounded calumnies ; and the public 
servants whom you have assailed will, 
in the estimation of all honorable men, 
stand fully acquitted. 

In the mean time, I cannot bute.xpress

In a former part of \ imr speech, as 
reported, yon say: ‘*Tlie speculation 
which a par'.icuiar stale ol things had 
given rise to, had been produced by those 
in power. They had profiled by that 
stale of tilings; and should ibis bill be 
passed, it would only consummate tlieir 
wishes,” i^c. 

Knowing the liabilities of reporters to 
err in taking down and writing out the 
speeches of members of Congress, 1 have 
made inquiry in relation Ip ilie accuracy 
of this report, and have been furnished 
with ccriificiilcs of gentlemen who heard 
vou, aflirming that it is substantially cor- 
rect. 

You eannol hut be aware, sir, that tbe 
imputations wliicli jour language con- 
veys arc calculated, if believed to des- 
troy iny character as a tn.in,atitl that the 
charge IS one which, if true, ought to pro- 
duce mv impeachment and punishment 
ns a pidilic ofiicer. If 1 caused the remo- 
val of the deposites lor the base purpose 
of enriching myself or niv friends by any 
of the results which might gro v out ot 
that metisiire, llicre is m» term ofreproach 
whii'li I do not deserve, and no punish- 
ment known to the laws which ought n- t 
to he inflicted on me. On the contrary, 
if the whole impulalion, both as to mo- 
tive and fact, he n fabrication and a ca- 
lumiiv, the punishment whii h belongs to 
me, if guilty, is too mild for him who 
wilfully makes it. 

1 am a\vart5 sir, of the cnnstiuitional 
privilege under which this imjiutaiion is 
cast foitli, and the immunity which i' se 
cures. That privilege it is in no degree 
my purpose to violate, h-iwei er gross and 
wiclied nia-, have heeii the abuse ol 
But I exercise only tho (bunmon right ol 
every' ci'izeii, when I inform you, ihal 
ihe impulnlioiis you have cast upon me 
arc false in every' puriicular, not having 
for the last ten years purchased any pub- 
lic laud, or liail any iiileiesi in such pur- 
chase. The wliole charge, unless ex- 
pluincd, must he considered the onspring 
of a morhid imiigiualiun, or ol sleepless 
malice. 

1 ii-sk you, sir, as an act due to justice, 
honor and truth, to retract this charge on 
the ll -or of ihc Senate, iu as public a 
manner ns it his been iiilered — it being 
the most appropriate mode by which you 
can reiiair the injury which might other- 
wise flow Irom it. 

But ill the event that you fail tn do so,
